got together on prices. 


Key issues broke $1 to $5 a share 


at the opening., 


For a while prices steadied. A 


little after noon selling f o r c e s 
lashed out with another

attack and prices tumbled an ex- 
treme of around $8 a share. Selling 
orders came from all quarters. 


The invasion of Southern Korea

Explanation 
of the Rent 
Control Bill 


By JAMES MA,RLOW 


Washington, June 2;'- OP)— Con 


gress has passed a new rent con- 
trol bill. President Truman is ex- 
pected to sign it into law. 


This is an ABC on what that new 


bill will do as law. 


It will -keep the present law un- 


changed, except for a couple 
of 


winor points, until Dec. 31, 1050. 


After that date all government 


rent controls 
will cease 
every- 


where in the United States except 
—and this is the only exception- 
whore the people or officials of a 
city or town vote to keep them 
longer. 


Even though a town or city votes 


to retain the controls beyond Dec. 
31, they can keep them only six 
months beyond that date for , au- 
tomatically, government controls 
will then end June 30, 1951. 


To put. it another way: The new 


law continues controls until June 
30, 1051, but only for a town or 
city—a state can't vote to keep 
them — which votes to r e t ain 
them until June 30, 1951. Other- 
wise they end Dec. 31, 1850. 


The present five main provisions 


of the law — for knocking off con- 
trols — remain in effect until Dec. 
31, 1950. So between now and Dec. 
31 controls can be 
knocked 
off 


this way: 


1. The government's housing ex- 


pediter can remove 
the controls 


anywhere he thinks it's all 
right 
to do so. 


2. Local rent control advisory 


boards, able to show their locality 
no longer needs the controls, can 
recommend to the housing expedi- 
ter that he remove them from that 
one locality. 


2. State legislatures can vote to 


wipe out government rent controls 
in any individual state. 


4. State legislatures can pass a 


law setting up their own rent con- 
trols, and this automatically wipes 
out government controls. 


5. The local governing body — 


like a town or city council — can 
vote to end government controls. 
And this will be done it the gover- 
nor of the state approves. 


6. This is new) an unincorporat- 


ed county — such as one adjoining 
a large city — can wipe out the 
government controls if the officials 
if that county vote to do so. 


(The 
law 
says 
this: 
Even 


though government rent 
controls 


should end everywhere on Dec. 31, 
1950, 
World War II veterans still 


keep their "veterans preference," 
as provided in present law, 
until 


June 30, 1951.) 


(Which means: No matter what 


happens to rent control 
between 


now and June 30, 1951, veterans 
must be given 30 days' first crack, 
or preference, at any new building, 
whether it's a house 
or 
apart- 


ment.) 


Here arc other parts of the pres- 


ent law which the new 
law 
will 


keep unchanged until Dec. 
31 


1950. 


(As explained, after that date— 


and only until June 30, 1951—they 
will be kept unchanged only in a 
town or city which votes to keep 
rent controls beyond Dec. 31.) 


Tighe Woods, called the housing 


expediter, is rent control boss for 
the country. His office is here in 
Washington. 


Under him — in the places which 


still have government rent control 
—arc so-called area offices around 
the countrry with staffs to handle 
problems in their areas. 


They'll advise 
Woods whether 


they think rents should be raised 
or wiped out in their areas. 


If Woods doesn't do what 
the 


boards recommend, they can ap- 
peal to a special emergency court 
of appeals made up 
of 
federal 


judges. 


If you're a landlord and think you 


should be allowed to raise 
your 


rent, go to the area rent control 
office in your territory. 


If you don't get satisfaction there, 


you can consult your local advis- 
ory board. 


If you're a tenant with a 
com- 


plaint about your landlord, tell it to 
your area rent control office. 


The housing expediter can con- 


trol evictions. He can get a: court 
injunction to stop an eviction he 
thinks is wrong. 


The tenant ar the housing exped- 


iter can suu a landlord for three 
times the iunount of rent he thinks 
the landlord 
was overcharged. 


But—there ;m> no criminal penal- 
tics for doing 
anything 
wrong 


under the law. 


And one thing more: Apartment
